500  Contractors  Receiving  the  Largest  Dollar  Volume  of  Prime  Contract 
Awards  for  Research.  Development,  Test  and  Evaluation  (RDT&E)  is  published 
annually.  This  report  provides  information  on  the  SOO  contractors  that 
received  the  largest  dollar  volume  in  Department  of  Defense  (DOD)  prime 
contract  awards  over  $25,000  for  RDT&E.  These  data  are  presented  in 
five  tables  showing; 

1.  An  alphabetical  listing  of  the  top  500  companies,  with  rank; 

'2.  The  ranking  of  and  net  value  of  awards  to  business  firms  operating 
in  the  United  States; 

3.  The  ranking  of  and  net  value  of  awards  to  educational  and  other 
nonprofit  institutions  operating  in  the  United  States; 

A.  The  ranking  of  and  net  value  of  awards  to  foreign  contractors,  and 

5.  The  ranking  of  and  nef  value  of  awards  to  US.  Government 
agencies. 
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INTRODUCTION 


This  report  presents  summary  data  on  the  500  prime  contractors  receiving  the 
largest  doiiar  volume  in  Department  of  Defense  (DOD)  awards  over  $25,000  for 
research,  development,  test,  and  evaluation  (RDT&E)  work  during  Fiscal  Year  (FY) 
1985.  RDT&E  work  can  include  research,  exploratory  development,  advanced 
development,  engineering  development,  operational  systems  development,  or 
management  and  support  services.  (Full  definitions  for  each  of  these  categories  are 
provided  In  DFARS  35.001.) 

Table  1  (page  7)  lists  the  500  contractors  in  alphabetical  order,  shows  the 
ranking  for  each,  and  shows  how  each  has  been  categorized  for  reporting  purposes. 
The  categories  are  business  firm  (B),  foreign  contractor  (F),  and  nonprofit  institution 
(N).  Table  2  (page  13)  shows  the  net  value  of  awards  to  business  firms  operating  in 
the  United  States,  by  rank.  Those  firms  which  qualify  as  small  businesses  are  further 
Identified  by  an  "S".  The  net  value  of  awards  to  each  of  the  firm's  individual  locations 
is  also  provided.  Tables  3,  4,  and  5  (pages  29,  33,  and  35,  respectively)  provide  the 
net  value  of  awards  to  educational  and  other  nonprofit  institutions  operating  in  the 
United  States,  foreign  contractors,  and  US.  government  agencies,  respectively. 
(While  awards  to  U  S.  government  agencies  are  listed  separately  in  Table  5,  these 
agencies  are  categorized  as  nonprofit  institutions  in  Table  1.)  As  in  Table  2, 
contractors  in  Tables  3  through  5  are  shown  by  rank,  along  with  the  net  value  of 
awards  to  each  of  the  contractor's  individual  locations. 


NOTES  ON  COVERAGE 

The  dollar  amounts  shown  here  include  prime  contract  awards  over  $25,000  for 
RDT&E  work  only.  Data  on  awards  for  other  services,  such  as  training,  and  on  any 
supplies  furnished  by  the  contractors  in  support  of  research  being  done  are 
excluded.  Contract  awards  for  civil  functions  have  been  included  in  these  data.  Civil 
functions  encompass  planning,  programming,  designing,  constructing,  and  operating 
Federal  water  resource  projects  for  navigation,  flood  control,  hydroelectric  power 
production,  water  supply,  and  other  related  activities. 

The  locations  shown  in  the  tables  are  the  places  where  the  work  was  to  be 
performed.  Normally,  this  is  a  facility  of  the  concern  awarded  the  contract. 
However,  It  the  work  was  scheduled  to  be  performed  at  a  Defense  facility,  such  as 
an  Air  Force  base,  the  location  shown  is  that  of  the  Defense  facility  rather  than  the 
contractor.

HIGHLIGHTS 

The  following  table  shows  the  net  value  and  percent  distribution  of  all  RDT&E 
awards,  RDT&E  awards  to  the  top  500  companies,  and  all  other  RDT&E  awards  for 
FY  1985. 
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Department  of  Defense  Prime  Contract  Awards  Over  $25,000 

Fiscal  Year  1 985 
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Based  on  the  percentage  of  total  awards,  the  distribution  of  FY  1985  awards  varies  only 
si'ghtly  from  that  in  FY  1984  In  FY  1985,  the  top  500  contractors  included  390  U  S,  business 
ti-rns  (179  of  which  were  small  businesses):  95  educational  and  nonprofit  institutions:  6  U  S 
government  agencies:  and  9  foreign  contractors. 

in  FY  1984  the  top  500  consisted  of  382  business  firms  (192  were  small  businesses); 
112  educational  and  nonprofit  institutions:  4  US.  government  agencies;  and  2  foreign 
ccrtractors. 

In  addition  to  the  top  500  contractors,  there  were  1,836  other  contractors  (or  whom 
RD'l'&E  procurement  actions  over  $25,000  were  reported,  for  a  total  of  2,336  contractors  for 
FY  1985,  In  FY  1984,  the  total  number  of  contractors  was  2,033.  The  top  500  RDT&E 
contractors  received  awards  totaling  $18,429  million  in  FY  1985,  compared  to  $17,958  million 
in  FY  1984,  an  increase  of  $471  million  or  2  6  percent.  The  $18,429  million  represents  97.3 
Dercent  of  the  $18,938  million  total  prime  contract  awards  over  $25,000  for  RDT&E  work  in  FY 
'985 

Of  the  34  contractors  with  RDT&E  awards  of  $100  million  or  more  in  FY  1985,  29  were 
bus  ness  firms  and  5  were  educational  and  other  nonprofit  institutions  These  34  contractors 
had  a  total  of  $13,510  million  in  RDTSE  awards.  In  FY  1984,  there  were  36  contractors  who 
'■f-ached  the  $100  million  plateau,  with  awards  totaling  $13,965  million.  Of  these  36 
contractors.  31  were  business  firms  and  5  were  educational  and  other  nonprofit  institutions, 
fhe  amount  of  awards  for  this  $100  million  group  decreased  by  $455  million  or  3  3  percent 
between  FY  1984  and  1985

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The  following  table  shows  the  net  value  and  percent  distribution  of  all  ROT&E  awards  by 
type  of  program.  Within  the  ROT&E  contracts,  the  largest  volume  of  awards  was  for  the 
research,  development,  test,  or  evaluation  of  missile  &  space  systems  and  electronics  & 
communications  equipment,  in  FY  1985,  a  combined  total  of  $11,837  million  or  62.5  percent  of 
all  RDT&E  awards  over  $25,000  was  for  work  connected  with  these  programs.
